Some of the Assessors haye made thoserefurns ; many, however, have failed; alleging as a reason, that the people re- 
fused to give in on oath, any such account of their property. _. Suits will be: ordered for-the penalty of the-law against such as have failéd, unless otherwise provided iy © . 
the legislature. ` In regard ‘to this law, ‘the fact. will be found -to exist, that its only penalty is against the Assessor; and when reduced to practice, it will be fonndtu-- - 
terly defective. From the slight .experinsent that has been made, the Anditor cannot hesitate, in giving it as his opinion, that-the modeof assessing taxes by valuation, 
is adapted neither to the convenience, -or interest of the States for it willbe found both complex, and expensive. An.additional objection, on the score of policy is, that 
it contemplates 4 tax on.certain descriptions of property, that should be more the object of encouragement than of taxation. -Large sums are annually paid out by this 
State to others-for horses, innles, “and other cattle; when, by a proper attention to their growth at home, much ofthis treasure might. be kept within our own State; and 
ihe people;- thereby, freed from this anual | tributes, The Auditor is of opinion, that a fadicious revisal of parts of-the. présent Reventie law would be attended with a 
salutary effect. The present classification.and rate. of ‘lands, were made and fixed in 48155 since when, they have increased in value in some parts of the State, and been 
found less valuable in others.

The amounts of moneys paid on 
the respective objects -of taxation are as follows: On Lands, $12,902. 993 cents; on Town Lots, $5,193 88} cts.; on Bank stock, $1,723 25 cts.; on sales of Mer- 
chandize, $3,754 32 ets. on money at interest, $510 Gcts. zon pleastvable Carriages, $689 75 cts.; on Polls, $4,787 50 cts.3; on Freemen of colour, 8106; on Slaves, 
$30,941 25 cts. ; forming an azzrecate of 860.614 OOgcts.; a small sumless, thau the total amount of assessments; which, however, is sufliciently accurate to give a 
eorrect view of the subject. ‘The law in relation to the collection of fines and forfeitures is very defective: in consequence of which, much of the revenue, arising from 
that source, remains uncollected.. By á law, which wag passed at the last session of the General Assembly, relative to the compensation of Grand Jurors, doubts were 
created on the mind ofthe Aaditor, as to the prepriety of allowing their accounts; but on taking the Opinion of the Attorney-General, be determined to allow them; and 
according to which opinion witnesses, on part-of the State, ave entitled to one dollar and fifty cents per day ; when the Atiditor, labouring under a mistake, has only al-“ 
lowed one dollar per day. As the Auditor will not be-authorized to warrant on the Treasurer for this sam, due witnesses having been dedacted, the attention of the Le- 
gislature is turned to the subject, that some provision may be niade by law, authorizing him to do so.
